ian Society of America” with a 
press and rumored hundreds ot 
thousands. of members bent on 


“abolishing capitalism,” with their 
leaders and press exhorting them 
to believe that the New Deal was 
the way out of Capitalism to So- 
cialism. 
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At the same time there was de 
veloping in the country generally 
the most militant strike movement 
ever known in America—bringing 
with it a general tendency of A. 
F. of L. unions to override cor- 
rupt leadership and to adopt the 
strike methods of the Communist 
Party. What I mean is indicated 
by the long series of strikes, each 
mounting to a higher level, from 
Detroit, through Minneapolis, To- 
ledo and Milwaukee to Seattle, 
San Pedro and—San Francisco. 


In 1934, from April (Minne- 
apolis CWA _ demonstration) up 
to the textile strike in September, 
a whole series of new _ tactical 
methods of strike struggle was 
developed in our country: 


1. In every large strike, with- 
out exception, the “baseball” 


method of throwing back tear- 
gas bombs thrown at them was 
used by the pickets. 


2. In every case, the small 
isolated picket system has giv 
en way to the Mass Picketing 


which the Communist Party 
has attempted to invoke for 
years, 


_3. In at least most cases the 
Communist tactics of organized, 


mass participation of the un- 
employed, disciplined by the 
Unemployed Councils, in the 


picketing, has been partly real- 
ized; and scabbing has been re- 
duced to an unprecedented min- 
imum. 


4. Mutual support of em- 
ployed and unemployed has 
grown in connection with the 


strike struggles; 2,400 trade un- 
ions of the A. F. of L. en 
dorsed the Workers’ Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Bill; it became 
the serious opinion of some sec- 
tions of the ruling class that the 
adoption of a Federal Social 
Insurance system this winter is 
unavoidable as a concession to 
the mass pressure. 


5. An unheard-of militancy in 
strikes, coupled with the mass

It was in August, 
1933. -But that was a time when 
already the NRA had begun to

Burocrats Strangle British Unions 8

In meetings at which Communist candidates have spoken in 
various parts of the State, Sinclair workers have spoken up saying 
that they have seen “the Epic platform sold out under their own 
Thousands of workers throughout the State are becom- 
ing disillusioned with Sinclair, especially because of his actions 
since the primaries. 


You can hardly be blamed for that. Since the primaries, 
Sinclair has been kissing the appropriate part of the anatomy. of 
the Democratic Party politicians, and their bankers and indus- 
trial bosses, in the hope of being made respectable, and getting 
support for his candidacy. In doing that, he has reneged on 
every promise that he made, that you thought would help you 
after elections. 


Before the primaries his Epic Platform provided for ex- 
emption from taxes on all homes and farms where the owners 
had less than $3,000 equity. In his final platform, he has reduced 
that to property assessed under $1,000. Before, his Epic platiorm 
included the promise to free Mooney. In the Democratic Party 
platform, which has his approval and was adopted on Sept. 
20th, the promise to free Mooney is left out. Up to compara- 
tively recently he has been promising “good land” to the unem- 


ployed. These promises continued tll Oct. 13th, but on Oct. 
iSth, through Sheridan Downey, he announced that he had 


changed his mind because there is no good land available, and 
he thinks his original plan won’t work. Before the primaries, 
he promised old-age pensions. Alter the primaries, he said he 
is forced to change his mind, because old-age pensions would 
cost the State too much. 


Roosevelt’s present denial that he ever endorsed Sinclair or 
his “plan” brought a whining reply from Uppie—‘I support the 
Democratic platform (of Wall Street) with no reservations what- 
ever.” This latest incident only ‘makes it all the more clear he 
is trying to seil out by betraying his followers, but that the Dem- 
ocrats refuse to buy. ‘They find Uppie too eccentric for their 
purposes. 


In view of all this reneging even on his own promises, we 
can well understand why it is that tens of thousands of workers 
are deserting Sinclair. 


BUT TO WHOM SHALL YOU GO NOW? 


To Merriam, or Haight? Neither of these gentlemen even 
promised you anything, and certainly especially Merriam’s plat- 
form and actions show that all they will give after the elections 
is what Merriam gave us before the elections, police raids, at- 
tacks on workers, arrests, the murder of striking workers, fore- 
closures on homes and farms, etc. 


Epic workers, don’t turn from Sinclair to the brutal reac- 
tionaries that now rule the State running on a Republican ticket.

The Painters Strike 


The recent lessons of the marine workers’ strike and of the 
upholsterers’ strike point the way to the painters walking out 
this Monday. 


In the upholsterers’ strike there was no rank and file strike 
committee in San Francisco where the ranks were broken by 
sending back the men into certain shops while others stayed out 
—a maneuver put through by the officials. While many of the 
strikers saw the betrayal, unorganized they were powerless to 
do anything to stop it. 


That the nineteen painters’ locals affected in the Bay area 
have a strong militant movement in them is proven in that this 
strike is being launched against the attempts of Maj. Geo. L. 
Berry, notorious A. F. of L. betrayer and Divisional Admin- 
istrator of Building Trades Codes, to postpone it while hearings 
went on for weeks and the solidarity and militancy were broken 
bit by bit. It was Local 1158 which, during the marine strike, 
sent out the first circular letter to other A. F. of L. locals and 
swung them to voting support for the marine workers by a 
general strike. 

They have but to look at the two struggles mentioned to 


see what they must do. Immediately all locals must be united 
rank and file strike committee, publicity com-

mittee, etc. Already the present officials have shown their 
eagerness to help Berry’s maneuver to kill the strike. The rank 
and file must take and keep control of their fight in their 


own hands. 


In this fight the Western Worker offers its columns to the 
strikers for their official statements, without any editing on our 
part. The capitalist papers, as always, will give their full sup- 
port to breaking the strike. 


The Western Worker, as in the waterfront strike, is on the 
side of the strikers and will willingly publish any statements of 
the strike committee to help their fight.
